There is a very good reason for the last digit of the IF frequency being 
a 5. US AM band transmitters are spaced every 10kcs so if two strong local 
stations say 1490 and 1040kcs get on the mixer grid they produce a beat of 
450kcs. Likewise 1490 and 1030kcs produce 460kcs. Always a beat of multiples 
of 10kcs i.e. . . . 440,450,460,470. 

This way the simple "All American Five" radio avoids birdies with its 
IF of 455kcs.

>Got any suggestions for getting better or more audio 
>out of the 12A6 PA into a speaker?... 
>What do you use for a matching transformer?... 
(this discussion concerns a BC-455, and assumes 
all parts except those discussed are good d.s.) 


You can get loads of very high quality audio out of a 
Command Set receiver. I'd love to do a serious comparison 
of Command Set audio, BC-348 audio and any Collins 

rig going. Just as long as the Glass Audio weenies didn't 
find out. Now, that's given that: 


1. All the old bathtub caps have been replaced. 
2. The output is properly matched to your speaker. 
3. The Mixer, IF strip and BFO are properly aligned. 


Let's cover these one at a time. 


1. You really can't avoid this one. If you want to get 

it going fast without reworking the original caps, which 

is what lunatics like me do, then go down to your nearest 
electronic supply house with this shopping list: 


a. (12).047ufd @ 300 VDC(or more, obviously). 
b. (1) .01 ufd @ 300 VDC 

c. (3) .22 ufd @ 300 VDC 

d. (1) 3 ufd @ 300 VDC electrolytic 

e. (1) 5 ufd @ 300 VDC electrolytic 

£. (1) #15 ufd @ 35 VDC electrolytic 


(this one is the PA cathode bypass and 
always a source of poor audio problems) 
e. A bottle of GC Liquid Tape(tm) or equiv. 


Look for physically small caps, like Mylars. 

If you're a purist like me, you'll need to unsolder the 
wires that connect to the caps. Some cap terminals take 
more then one wire and you need to leave these together, 
or course. You can cut them loose with a pair of dykes 
if you must. It makes me cringe, but it's restorable. 
DON'T remove the wires or move them!! Cut just enough to 
make sure they don't reconnect to the bad cap. 

Cover the bare end of the wires with Liquid Tape(tm). 
Try to get enough to "glue" the wires in place, 

but not make a big mess. Next, trace the wires to their 
connection points and solder the replacement cap from 
that point to ground, using the shortest leads possible. 
This has worked well for me when I've used it. 


2. The output of earlier BC-4xx and BC-4xx-A models 
were connected for 8000 ohms. In BC-4xx-B 

models, there is a second terminal for 600-ohm 
output. Some of the older models were retrofitted 
with the new output transformer, as well. If your 
output transformer has a terminal "6", that is the 
600-ohm tap. Move the wire from terminal 3 to 6 
if it isn't already. Get yourself a -QUALITY- 
line-to-voice coil xfmr and you're ready. If you 
use a Ratty-ol shack transformer, you'll get 
Ratty-ol results. 


If you have only the 8000 ohm option, look for 

a quality, single-ended plate-to-voice-coil transformer. 
Any value from 4000 to 14000 will work, but the 

closer you get to 8000 the better it will sound. 

I've seen people replace the original audio output 
transformers with something more "friendly" 

to an 8-ohm speaker. They deserve 

the crummy audio they get. 

Remember, if this was easy, 

it wouldn't be worthy of your efforts. 


3. Mixer, IF and BFO misalignment is a very common source 
of trouble with Command Set receivers. People just 
twist the controls for max noise, never for a moment 
understanding that they just aligned the IF strip about 
100 KCs off freq! Here's the right way to do it: 
(After you replace the bad caps) 
a. The BFO and IF freqs are printed on the cans. 
Set a properly calibrated receiver in SSB mode 
on the BFO frequency. Bring it's antenna lead near 
the BFO coil. Be careful not to get too close to the 
terminals as stray capacitance can pull the oscillator. 
Turn on the Command Set BFO and tune the 
side control for a zero-beat. 
b. %*Now*x you can align the IF trimmers for 
max noise with a clear conscience. Start at the 
back transformer, #1 first then #2. Work forward. 
Of course, it's better to use a sig generator. 
Many people misaligned the RF and Mixer stages 
as well, and a properly aligned IF strip will 
sound "dead" if that's so. 
c. I'll cover RF and Mixer alignment in another post. 
It's easy, but the description is long. 


After the IF is properly aligned, you can detune the 
BFO to one side of the bandpass for SSB reception, just 


like you would with any non-product detector receiver. 


When all this is done, you should have all the 
high-quality audio you can use.

> I believe that the unit uses sweep tubes which are now 
>expensive and difficult to find. 


This is pretty much on target. The SR-500 uses a pair of 8236 tubes which 
is essentially a 6DQ5 with a graphite anode good for 50 Watts dissipation. 
8236 tubes are extremely hard to locate; any potential buyer of an SR-500 
should go in with her/his eyes open on this one. 


In the time period I had an SR-500 and was in the hunt for 8236 tubes, I 
found exactly one (1) and it was bad. If you want to look for 8236s and 
need to know what to look for, imagine a very tall 6146.... metal ring at 
the base, anode cap on top, xlongx envelope. 


Because the 8236s tubes are so very hard to find, IMHO, the value of an 
SR-500 is much less than it could be, good condition or otherwise. I'd 
hazard a guess that an SR-500 in perfect condition, with a xgoodx* set of 
finals, and the PS-500-AC supply might be fairly valued at $200. 


Don't get me wrong. 


It's a nice radio that sounds simply excellent and, despite the reputation 
of the hallicrafters "disaster series" radios, is pretty stable. I 
enjoyed mine while I had it. But the lack of availability of finals for 
the radio is the "killer" problem that limits its value, as far as I'm 
concerned.

For George Folse KB5WWO, and others who have wondered... 

Ah, yes... the "Scratchy-Apache"... 

Well it's like this. If one tried to adjust the clipper according to the 
Heath manual, one would invariably set the clipping level to high. If = 
you used anything other than a hi-z, _DYNAMIC_ mic, the results would = 
be very thin, tinny audio. A lot of people tried to use D-104 crystal = 
mics, which required a _very high_ impedance (over 1 meg-ohm) for = 
correct matching. The input Z of the Apache is only about 500K ohms, and 
does not properly match a crystal D-104 (no pre-amp). The result is = 
invariably a very tinny, and grainy sound. The only proper way to adjust 
the clipper in an Apache is with a monitor scope to determine the = 


correct setting of the internal mod. level pot. Once that's set to 100% = 


on the scope, the mic gain/clipper control works as intended. The = 
original, stock Apache was ideally intended for use with a hi-Z dynamic 
mic. I use a Shure 55 set for hi-z and I get great audio reports. I also 
set the mic level for just a bit of clipping.=20 


With this set-up, people are always surprised to hear I'm using an = 
Apache. And BTW, it's totally stock, with _NO_ audio mods.
